“ The establishment of a ferry under this Act shall not require any franchise from 
the Crown,- but, save as aforesaid, nothing in this Act affects prejudicially any estate, 
right, power, privilege, or exemption of the Crown, and in particular nothing herein 
contained authorises any county council to take, use, or in any manner interfere 
with any portion of the shore, or bed of the sea, or of any river, channel, creek, 
bay, or estuary, or any land, hereditaments, subjects, or rights of whatsoever 
description belonging to His Majesty in right of His Crown, and under the manage- 
ment of the Commissioners of Woods or of the Board of Trade respectively, or 
vested in the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, without the consent in 
writing of the Commissioners of Woods, of the Board of Trade, or of the Com- 
missioners of Public Works in Ireland, as the case may be, first had and obtained 
for that purpose (which consent the said Commissioners and Board are hereby 
respectively authorised to give), and nothing herein contained authorises any ferry 
tolls to be demanded or received for the conveyance of any person when on duty 
in the service of the Crown or any Government Department, or of any goods for the 
service or being the property of the Crown or any Government Department, or of 
any postal packets within the meaning of The Post Office (Protection) Act 1884.”
